Doctor Branson, of the 
University of North Carolina, said 
last summer in an address delivered 
at the Ulue Itidge Association, that 
we were a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars poorer in crop values in 1917 
because of the Negro Migration. 

This large migration of farm la- 
borers means higher farm wage* 
on acount of scarcity of supply. 
Rise in farm wages means rise in 
labor power in mills, factories and 
all other industries, which in turn 
means increase in cost of proluction 
and hence increase in living ex- 
pense for every last man. But high- 
er wages is not the only reason whv 
Negroes are going Norlh. If jrou 
read Negro papers or hear Negroes 
speak you will llnd^the trouble goes 
deeper: Listen to this indictment 
published in a Negri) paper as an 
open letter from a Georgia Negro to 
Oovornor Brown, speaking of the 
labor agencies who havo lured the 
Negro North. He aaya: "First, fie 
mob violence and the lynchers; 
second, injustice in the court* , 
third, paying llrst-class railroad 
fare for fourth-class service; fourth, 
insults to their women and them- 
selvea on railroads and street car*. 
Ilfth, insults in public places, eleva- 
tors and on the streets; sixth, the 
right to vote and to bear arms in 
defense of their State denied; 
seventh, poor pay for their labor on 
the farms and public works, while 
convict* are often usel to do the 
work free labor should be doing; 
eighth, poor schools for their 
children; ninth, no agricultural

One knndfod and twenty-« iglit JtBBK is not enough to bring a 
BBtioa to its Btajor,t>, especially one made up of mu Ii diverse elements 
as ours, the dumping ground of all the world for the oppressed and the 
poor. 

i:\erv individual must be regarded as part of the public service, and 
Ihe first thing be numt acquire whether bo be native »H,rn or immigrant, 
is public coiiM ieiii c. In some way the ordinary citizen too often argues 
that because this is a government by the people and for the people the 
state owes him something. In that respect our patriotism is in part a 
.-ham, and we hutc plenty of evidence to prove it. 

The first demand of our republic is, then, an edutated public con- 
- n iire. No man should expect more from his country than he is willing 
to give it. Those who whine about injustice in i 
getting about what they deserve. 

The sciviul demand >m every citizen should be a knowledge of our 
institutions and the method of government. The normal American is 
right-minded and is morally upright, but slack in his responsibilities to 
the public. The first thing to learn is that freedom does not mean eman- 
cipation from all responsibility to others. It means the self-control that 
jiermits reasonable surrender to the medrof all men. Rousseau 'a doctrine, 
that man is born free, is false unless the word free is defined in some 
better sense than that in the dictionary. Men are never free. Prom 
the cradle to the grave they have to yield, and every individual lacks free- 
dom in just the proportion in which be has to learn to live with other 
people. He must think of the wishes and the interests of ot

The successful nse of the parcel 
post for marketing eggs Imposes the 
need of great care on the producer. 
Only such eggs should he shipped as 
are produced by healthy fowls kept 
under proper aanltnry conditions and 
supplied with sound, wholesome feed. 
If possible, only non-fertile eggs 
should he produced for market; fertile 
eggs deteriorate rapidly and are the 
cause of much loss. A broody hen on 
the nest, or exposure to a temperature 
from other aources sufficient to start 
Incubation, causes all such eggs to be 
rejected when they are rnndled. Kggs 
be cared for carefully, begln- 
the fowls under 
thnt the eggs wlU not 
be soiled In the nest by mud from the 
feet of the hens or otherwise; they 
should he gathered at lenst once a dny 
(twice would be better), nnd should be 
stored In a well-ventilated place, which 
must be kept as cool as possible. 
Eggs Intended for high-class trade 
should never be washed, as washing 
removes the natural mucllnglnous 
coating of the egg and opens the pores 
of the shell. Eggs which are soiled 
should be kept for home use or dis- 
posed of otherwise than to a parcel- 
post customer. 

Candle Every Egg. 
In spite of the greatest care It will 
sometimes happen under ordinary 
farm conditions that an occasional 
bad egg will appear among those sent 
to market. It will be wise to candle 
every egg dipped. Candling la "the

The customer should re- 
ceive credit for the postuge required 
to return them. Muny of the contain- 
ers nre made In "knoeked-duwn" style, 
L e.. to take upart and fold so they 
can be made Into a much smaller pack- 
age or parcel. Containers which are 
knocked down to be returned should 
be packed en such a way that there 
will be no edges or points projecting 
without support or protection, as such 
projections are likely to be broken or 
crushed In the mulls.
